ed to send the Covina crew in to 
repair lines.

Plans for increased company acti- 


vities in 1937, calling for the expen- 
diture of a capital budget of $6,- 
500,000, were announced by Mr 
Lewis. A large portion of the bud- 
get, which is $4,000,000 greater than 
that of the previous year, will be 
expended for the construction of a 
transmission line to bring the Edi- 
son company's share of Boulder dam 
power into Edison territory. Con- 
struction will be started within a 
month or two, and the line will be 
completed in July, 1938. 


"The number of active meters on 


the Edison system marks a new high 
record," Mr. Shaffer said. "The total 
at the close of the year was 489,000, 
a gain of 16,500 for 1936. The num- 
ber of idle meters on the system is 
now at the lowest point of record. 


"The greater use of current for 


domestic purposes follows in natural 
sequence the growth of load in all 
other classifications. Today's per 
capita use of electric energy in Edi- 
son territory illustrates the point. 
The average annual kilowatt hour 
consumption hi Edison territory is 


now 805 kilowatt hours, one of the 
tighest in the nation. The figure in 
Edison territory in 1935 was 723 kilo- 
watt hours and national averages 
were 712 in 1936 and 662 in 1935. 


"The increasing volume of the 


company's business, together with 
the presence of factors favorable to 
continued economy of operation, re- 
sulted in 1936 in greater savings to 
consumers in their more complete 
use of electrical service facilities 
With rate reductions effected volun- 
tarily by the company during 1936 
and the automatic lowering of rates 
due to greater use of current, a sav- 
ing to consumers of $846,000 was re- 
corded during the year. The mos 
recent reductions bring the total an- 
nual reductions in Edison rates to 
approximately $5,000,000 since 1929 


"There has been, however, no re- 


duction in taxes, but on the con- 
rary, the company's 1936 tax bill 
exceeds by almost $2,000,000 that of 
ast year. The current tax bill, to- 
taling approximately $6,250,000, is 
;he largest single item of the com- 
pany's expense.

It is interesting to read reports of govern-

Machinery 
never heard of on land and sea was and is 
being used, and consequently man-power is 
held at a minimum. One'' should reflect on 
the fact that, in a period of nearly seven 
years of widespread unemployment, we have 
built several enormous projects, unbelievable 
as to accomplishment a half century ago, and 
that these projects have only absorbed a very 
small portion of the unemployed. 


There is nothing mysterious about the per- 


sistency of unemployment. A very great por- 
tion of it is not due to cessation of industrial 
effort, but the speeding up of the machine. 
While men and women walk the streets of 
this nation looking for work, the greatest ad- 
vancement in technology in the history of 
time is going on.

competition. But industry has to pay for the 
maintenance of unemployed men and women. 
l£oadcasts for Floyd D Young at 8 o'clock, 
when we leam to use machines and spread 
out the wealth the machines produce, we will 
have a balanced prosperity.

A Fight to the Finish— 


One thing very noticeable during the recent 


hard battle was that ranchers and townspeo- 
ple in communities in the citrus districts were 
not panic-stricken, as has been the case in 
other freezes years ago. They felt confident 
from the start that they could win. 


In 1913, orchard heating was in the crude 


stage, and only a small portion of the acreage 
had any kind of heating protection. The dam- 
age was complete to the fruit for that year 
and the next year, and many trees were 


Another federal intervention is forecast, 


and we should be thankful that it is coming. 
It is the rigid control by the government of 
the permission to take an airplane off the 
ground.

Two great ships have fallen 
with horrible loss of life just in the past few 
weeks. They should never have been allowed 
to leave the ground. 


Most of us chafe at authority, and espec- 


ially are we jealous of the supervision of the 
federal government. We talk a lot about our 
rights and encroachments upon them. But 
we have no right, moral or otherwise, to send 
innocent people to their doom just because 
we are stupid or selfish or both. , 


The federal government must step in and 


regulate air traffic. Since time immemorial 
governments have done it as relates to mari- 
time traffic. It is about to do it for this new 
method of transportation, and can't begin too 
soon.

State department of agriculture is 


making every effort to police the

ruit will not be placed on the mar- 
cet to lower returns for the crop 
and to the injury of California's 
•eputation. As definite symptoms of 
rost injury take time to develop, 
the department, it was understood, 
ias made a ruling that samples be 
icld until Monday, January 18, from 
cars of fruit about which there can 
be any doubt, and the cars allowed 
to go forward at the risk of the ship- 
per. At the end of five days, should 
the samples show that the fruit will 
not meet the requirements of the 
law, then steps will be taken to 
prosecute. 


After January 18 the regular tests 


will apply. As an additional precau- 
tion, federal inspectors in the mar- 
kets of delivery are being notified 
by the state authorities to be on the 
watch for cars under suspicion. Fur- 
thermore, inspection stations are be- 
ing opened at various points to take 
care of the truck movement.
